Daniels does 
not think Capt. Decker could possi- 
bly know what occurred on the 
shore, as his launch immediately 
turned back. He said the contradic- 
tory phrase had been omitted in his 
announcement because it seemed 
only an expression of opinion, which 
in itself was inexplicable. 

‘Explains Coution Order. 

Daniels stated that the order issued to 
the commanders of the North Carolina 
and Tennessee prohibiting them from 
taking any action without specific in- 


structions from Washington was merely 


of a temporary character until the State 
Department had completed its investiga- 
tion of the particular incident connected 
with the firing on the Tennessee’s 
launch. He said the usual wide discre- 
tion imposed on naval officers by the 
navy regulations would be in effect 
again later. 

There is no intention of withdrawing 
either vessel, as some of the American 
residents are said to be concerned over 
the general conditions in Turkey. 

It was suggested in high official quar- 
ters today that some of the American 
Consuls may have given the Turkish 
authorities the impression that in caring 
for British and French interests they 
were obliged to extend protection to the 
subjects of the entente Powers. 

The task which the American Govern- 
ment has undertaken for the belliger- 
ents in all countries, it was pointed out 
today, is merely a courtesy and ex- 
tends simply to the point of exercising 
good offices as between the belligerents, 


but does not obligate the neutral nation 


to afford any protection whatsoever.

Anastasios Loizas, who came to the 
United States from Greece two years 
ago, was arrested by Health Department 
officials today and sent to the isolation 
ward in the old city hall, pending an of- 


ficial bacteriological examination to de- 
termine whether he has leprosy. 

His entire body is blotched and scaly, 
and Dr. John W. Marchildon, who has 
made bacteriological tests, reported to 
the Health Department that Loizas was 
a leper. Dr. C. M. Woodruff, leprosy 
expert of the Health Department, took 
Lozias into custody at 10 a. m. when he 
George 
Mandelaris, 114 South Sixth street, for 
treatment. Loizas has been working at 
the Continental Portland Cement plant 
for several months, and lived part of 
the time over a cafe at 107 South Sixth 
street. 

May Be Deported. 

Basil Pappas, an immigration officer 
said if the bacteriological tests prove 
that Loizas is a leper he will be de- 
ported. St. Louis now has two lepers 
in custody at the quarantine south of 
the city—Mon Wing, a Chinaman, ana 
John Grable, a former soldier, who 
served in the Philippines. George Hart- 
mann, said also to be a leper. escaped 
from St. Louis about a year ago, and 
was last heard from in Mexico. 

Loizas wept bitterly when Dr. 
Woodruff told him he probably had 
leprosy. He explained, through a 
Greek interpreter, that he first no- 
tlieed the blotches on his face and 
hands two months ago, and that he 
thought they were caused by absorp- 
tion of the lime and dust in the ce- 
ment factory. He said he had a wife 
and three children in Greece. After 
landing at New York in 1912, and 
being passed at Ellis Island, he went 
to Denver, where he lived for a time. 

Not Higbly Contagious. 

Dr. Woodruff said leprosy was not 
highly contagious, and that unless per- 
sons had been in close contact’ with 
Loizas, there was no danger of infec: 
tion. It would be only by using the 
same towels, or by living in the same 
quarters with him, that there would be 
any danger, he said. The 200 men who 
worked with him in the cement plant. 
persons with whom he trayeled in street 
cars, or were in moving picture shows 
which he visited, need feel no alarm, ac- 
cording to Dr. Woodruff. 

Dr. F. A. Baldwin, city bacteriolo- 
gist, will complete the ba@-riologi- 
cal examination next Ww ednesday, 
and the Health Department will then 
officially be informed as to whether 
Loizas is a leper 

Loizas is closely confined in a 
good sized room on the second floor 
of the old city hall. A 6x4 beam is 
wedged against the door. He was 
visited at noon by W. S. Lawrence 
of the Health Department and Immi- 
gration Officer Pappas, who acted as 
interpreter. 

Loizas cheerfully permitted new 
cultures to be taken from his skin. 
Through the interpreter he said he 
had been everywhere around St. 
Louis. He said the cement woykers 
were accustomed to coming into the 
eity Saturday night and remaining 
over Sunday. He could not recall 
the moving picture theaters he had 
visited, but said he had been to al 
t them he could kind.

HARVARD CRU SHE 
YALE’S DEFENSE IN 
FIRST HALF, 22-0 


Three Touchdowns and a Field Goal Crimson’s 
Total Against Eli— Cambridge 
Attack Is Irresistible, 


NEW HAVEN, Nov. 21. 


Harvard’s football eleven started out from the jump to justify its fol- 
lowers in naming the Crimson favorite over Yale, for their annual game, 
here today, by ramming over a touchdown in the first period, which closed 


with the score Harvard 6, Yale 0. 
Hardwick scored the first touch- 
down as the climax of 11 successive 
rushes from the 37-yard line. 
Yale could not withstand the ter- 
* 
rific drive of the Harvard backs and 
crumpled up sadly in this period. 
Over 70,000 persons filled the seat- 
ing capacity of the great Yale bowl 
The meeting between Yale and Har- 
vard today was the most spectacular 
sporting event ever seen in America 
and was the introduction of the Yale 
‘‘bowl'’ to the American public, and 
that was almost as much of an event 
as the game itself. 


There have been other college sta- 


diums, other huge stands and enclosureg } 


built for horse racing, athletic sports, 
baseball—but never since old Roman 
days has such a tremendous structure 
been devoted to a single sport. The 
Yale Bowl is for football—nothing else. 
It cannot be used for baseball and 
track sports have been barred. The 
God of the Pigskin will always reign 
here, undisturbed. 

At one o'clock today thousands of 
automobiles were being parked there 
and from all sides came straggling com- 
panies of auto people. From the car 
lines and the main streets of the town 
marched endless columns of football 
enthusiasts, columns crested with flut- 
tering flags, gay with the crimson and 
blue cloaks and hats and ribbons of the 
fairer sex. 

The field had dried out consider- 
ably during the ferenoon and when 
the Harvard squad came on for kick- 
ing and passing practice at 1:17 
o'clock, it appeared to be fairly firm 
and fast. Capt. Brickley, in full play- 
ing uniform, came out at the head of 
the Crimson squad and was given 
great rounds of applause.

“Germany ‘has great expectations 
concerning the outcome near Lodz, 
says an official announcement hand- 


ed to the press today. 

“It is generally taken for granted 
that the gigantic Russian army, in 
spite of its great numerical superior- 
ity, is seriously threatened by Gen. 
von Hindenburg's ingenious strategy, 
and his spirited offensive movement. 

“The retreat of the Russians is 
made difficult by the fact that the 
Germans destroyed all railroads, 
bridges and highways. 4 Russian 
defeat here may decide the entire 
campaign in the East as the Russians 
are without trained reserves and lack 
arms, ammunition and officers. 

Maj. Moraht, military correspondént 
of the Tageblatt, expects full success 
for Gens. von Hindenburg and Danki. 
He thinks the heavy Russian losses in 
killed and prisoners has undoubtedly 
shaken the morale of the Russians. 

The continuance of the concentric at- 
tacks on the north, west and south, he 
says, places the Russians in an unenvia- 
ble position. 

The troops which threatened the East 
Prussian frontier at Soldau and its vi- 
cinity are continufng their retreat, ap- 
parently toward the crossings of the 
Vistula and the Bug at Novoe Georg- 
iewsk. 

The wintry weather in the war thea- 
ters is considered to be of the greatest 
importance in the field operations, es- 
pecially in the inundated districts of 
Flanders. Today’s report shows that it 
is colder in the southwest and in the 
northwest. Both Metz and Brussels 
report a temperature below the freez- 
ing point. The snowfall in the north- 
west has ceased, but is fairly general 
in the east and will probably continue 


PARIS, Nov. 21.—The official com-

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Key to War in Fast 


N his article printed in yesterday's | 
Post-Dispatch, the military ex- 
pert of the New York Evening 
Sun outlined a method of map-mark- 
ing by which the Eastern war situa- 
tion may be more readily understood. 
The three lines which he suggested 
are drawn on the accompanying 
map. The straight black line to the 
right fepresents the front of the Rus- 
sian forces at the opening of the 
war, and the division into the armies 
of East Prussia, Poland and Galicia 
is shown. 
The barred line to the left, from 
Danzig to Cracow, is the line which 
the Russian armies needed to reach, 
in their first movement, before be- 
ginning their intended sweep west- 
ward into the heart of Germany. 
In the attempt to reach this line, 
the armies of East Prussia and Ga- 
ola made forward movements, but 
the former was checked by the de- 
‘feat of Tannenberg. The army of 
Galicia advanced to a point near 
Cracow, but the Germans made a 
drive against the army of Poland, 
thus compelling a large part of the 
army of Galicia to be withdrawn, to 
reinforce the army of Poland. 

Another object of the German in- 
vasion of Poland, the writer says, 
was to take up a defensive line from 
the Baltic to the Carpathians. This 
is represented by the slightly curved 
dotted line in the middle, running 
through Koenigsberg and Warsaw. 
But before Warsaw the Germans were 
outflanked and had to fall back, and | 


soon afterward the Austrians, who 
had gained temporary advantages, 
had to retire again upon Cracow. 

Russia then struck again with the 
army of East Prussia, in a second 
attempt to reach the barred line to 
the left. The army of East Prussia 
is believed to have been reinforced 
at the expense of the army of Po- 
land. The German Gen. von Hinden- 
burg then repeated his former move, 
and struck east along the Vistula to- 
ward Warsaw. This operation is now 
going forward, and according to the 
Sun expert, Russia must either draw 
back troops from East Prussia, to re- 
inforce the army of Poland, or draw 
back the army of Poland slowly. If 
Germany can exercise sufficient pres- 
sure on the army of Poland, he says, 
she can compel a retreat of Russian 
troops from the neighborhoods of 
Cracow and Koenigsburg. But if 
Russia can bring up a sufficient re- 
serve force, she may halt the Ger- 
man advance in Poland, and may, by 
progress on the north and south, com- 
pel the Germans to withdraw from 
Poland to reinforce the armies de- 
fending East Prussia and Galicia. 

Von Hindenburg, the expert says, 
has the same task which Napoleon 
had in Eastern France in 1814—that of 
holding back, with a smaller but 
superior ‘force, three armies march- 
ing westward. Napoleon defeated 
each army in turn, but while he was 
fighting one the other two would 
slip forward. The same tendency 
appears in the present case.

300,000 Persons Fed Daily in Brus- 
sels; Distress Grows. 

LONDON, Nov. 21.—-Jean Van Bran- 
den, a member of the Belgian National 
Relief Committee, who has arrived here 
from Brussels, said the situation in 
Brussels was growing more alarming 
constantly, as refugees are pouring into 
that city at the rate of 25,000 a day. 

“This influx,“ he said, is due to a 
lack of fuel as well as of food. Brus- 
sels has plenty of coal, but the inter- 
ruption of transportation makes it im- 
possible to carry coal to remote vil- 
lages. 

“The committee is now supplying 600,- 
000 meals daily in Brussels to 300,000 per- 
sons. These meals consist of potato 
soup, some rice and à piece of bread. 
At first the allowance of bread was six 
ounces, but this has now been reduced 
to three ounces because of the scarcity 
of flour. Even the rich now find it 
almost impossible to obtain bread in 
Brussels, and soon the whole population 
will form into a vast bread line. 

“A small number of these meals are 
being paid for by persons belonging to 
the middle classes, who are greatly dis- 
tressed at the idea of accepting charity. 
They are charged at the rate of 1 cent 
for a meal which actually costs 3 cents. 
In addition to this, the commission selis 
bread to those who are able to pay for 
it, using the proceeds to purchase more 
wheat.’’

“We All Prayed Aloud,” Lebanon Religiouse 
Writes — Now a Nurse in the Military — 
Hospital at Aix-la-Chappelle.

A two- 
thirds majority would be necessary to 
pass the bond issue. 

“Of course, further legislation will be

Baird was asked by members of the 
committee how disputes between prop- 
erty owners and lessees would be ser- 
tled when the city took over the park- 
way property. Much of this property 
has been leased to tenants. The ten- 
ants have been asking members of the 
House of Delegates how their’ rights 
would be protected.

The/ filing of an inventory of the es- 
tate of William R. Donaldson Jr. at 
Clayton today made it clear that under 
the terms of a codicil written while 
Donaldson was on his deathbed his 
flancee, Miss Bertha Bates of 3522 Wash- 
ington avenue, will inherit approximate- 
ly $250;000 as her share of the estate. 

Personal property valued at $387,063.43 
is listed in the inventory, and in addi- 
tion Donaldson had a one-third interest 
in 26 pieces cf real estate in St. 
Louis and ‘farm lands in the county. 

Donaldson was strangely burned to 
death in a gasoline explosion near his 
garage at his country home a mile 
west of Clayton, Oct. II. 

At the time of the accident Donaldson 
and Miss Bates were engaged and were 
to have been married in a few days. 
He had previously made a will be- 
queathing $50,000 to Miss Bates, but 
after being injured he added a codicil, 
a few hours before his death, leaving 
her one-half of his estate. 

Was School Teacher. 

In view of her approaching marriage, 
Miss Bates, a few days before the acci- 
dent, had resigned her position as a 
teacher of n in the McKinley High 
School. 

Donaldson was a lawyer. He was a 
grandson of Thomas Allen, owner of the 
Southern Hotel and builder of the Mis- 
souri Pacific Railroad. He inherited a 
fortune from the Allen estate and had 
also received other bequests. He was 38 
years old.

A GOOD WITNESS 
FOR BOTH SIDES 


Oscar A. Prall, After Admitting 
Falsification of Books, Comes 
to Defense of Employer. 


BANKER IS A WITNESS 


Defense Will Be Opened Mon- 
day—New Yorkers Testify to 
Merchant’s Good, Character.

GENESEO, N. V., Nov. 21.—Oscar A 
Prall, at Henry Siegel's trial on a grau-

Prall Becomes Agitated. 
Taking the witness in hand again, 


Stanchfield asked him if he had ever 
been indicted. ‘ 

“I don’t know,“ Prall replied, weakly, 
and became so agitated that Justice 
Clark offered him a respite. Prall, how- 
ever, said he wanted to get it over 
with.“ Then he stated that he probably 
had not been indicted, as he did not 
know anything about such a proceedure. 

Previously Prall, under cross-examin- 
ation, had said that Siegel-Cooper; Chi- 
cago, had done a business of about 
$8,000,000 a year; the Fourteenth street 
store about $4,000,000; the Simpson-Craw- 
ford Co., $7,000,000, and the Boston store 
$3,000,000 or $4,000,000, making a gross

These forms 
have spaces for inserting tne name of 
patients, physician and local health of-

The State also gives away 
antitoxin, but in order to obtain it 
the applicant must go into the Coun- 
ty Court and certify that he is a 
pauper. This prevents many per- 
sons from availing themselves of the 
free distribution. 

The first new case of diphtheria de- 
veloped at the Industrial School yes- 
terday, when Ella, Woods, 15 years old 
was found to have the disease. At the 
Juvenile House of Detention, Thirteenth 
street and Clark avenue, William Bom- 
marito, 18, developed diphtheria, this be- 
ing the second case there. Both children 
were taken to the infectious hospital. 

On Thanksgiving day. two years ago 
there were more than 200 cases of diph- 
theria atthe Industria! School. 

The official Health Department 
bulletin issued at noan today 
showed there were 20 deaths from 
diphtheria in the last week. In the 
previous week there were 11 and in 
the week before that there were 8, 
making the total of deaths 39 for the 
first three weeks of.November. Last 
year in the entire month of Novem- 
ber there were only 17 deaths from 
diphtheria. There were 305 cases in 
November last year, compared with 
510 cases for the first three weeks 
of the month this year,

SAID TO RULE THE CITY 


Vera Cruz Heafs He Has Impris- 
oned Obregon and Taken 
Supreme Command. 


MEXICO CITY, Nov. 21.—It is learned 
on the highest authority that Gen. Lucio 
Blanco will remain in the capttal to act 
as the agent through whom the new 
Government will take over the reins, If 
necessary he will defend the inhabitants 
from the attacks of any of the three 
parties, but the opinion is expressed gen- 
erally that the adherents of Carranza, 
Yapata and Villa will treat through 
Gen. Blanco, thus making the change a 


bloodless one. 
Jen. Villa is expected here within «a 


week. 

Gen. Blanco declares that the lives 
and property of the inhabitants of the 
capital, both foreigners and Mexicans, 
are safe. He made the assertion after a 
visit ty John R. Silliman, President Wil- 
son's personal representative, and the 
Minister from Brazil, who complained 
that the city was in a state of fright 
due to, the appropriation of cab horses 
and automobiles by soldiers who were 
departing for the front. 


“EB have 22,000 soldiers, some of whom 


are now fighting near Xochimilco anu 
other suburbs,“ said Gen. Blanco. This 
city will not be sacked, mor will the in- 
habitants, foreign or Mexican, be en- 
dangered with loss of life or property.” 

Gen. Robelo, Chief of Police, in a 
statement issued last night relative to 
the situation here, said: 

“The fright which possessed the in- 
hab{tants of the city today was unwar- 
ranted, It was unnecessary to close up 
shops and desert the streets.

A VITAL HUMAN DOCUMENT. 
HE secrets of husband and wife— 
T the one of false and wrong living 
and the other of the wife’s inner- 
most thoughts from day to day as she 
gradually realized that her husband was 
drifting away from her—form the sub- 
ject of “My Wife's Hidden Life,” pub- 
lished anonymously. 

The story is most intimately human. 
It gives an insight into the causes of 
many shattered homes in which dwelt 
wives who were not so strong in their 


love for their husbands as was the Hes- 


ter Lawrence Trent of this story. 

She comes into the husband’s autobi- 
ography as Hester Lawrencé, charm- 
ing, loving and pure, all that man could 
desire in a wife, it seems, One does 
not wonder that Gilbert Trent, a young 
bank clerk of good habits, abandons his 
pursuit of the gay butterfly, Maud Lacy, 
who had refused him, te woo her.

BILLS PASSED ON 
3 ST. LOUISANS 


Photographic Reproduction of 
Currency Detectable by Tex- 
ture and Number. 


If someone hands you a $10 bill is- 
sued by the Union Bank of Chandler, 
Ok., Nov. 16, 1907, and bearing the serial 
number W6269, do not accept it. It is 
a counterfeit. You can further estab- 
lish its worthlessness by its thin tex- 
ture. It is not as thick as a genuine 
$10 bill. 

Three of these bogus bills have been 
passed in the last week on St. Louisans 
and the Government authorities and po- 
lice age looking for more of them. 
They are photographic reproductions 
of a real bank note that was in circu- 
lation several years ago, and they look 
se good that even a banker might ac- 
cept one without hesitation were he to 
overlook the serial number which be- 
trays them. 

They bear a cut of President McKin- 
ley and the signatures of G. Collins, 
Cashier of the Union Bank of Chandler, 
and C. B. Billings, president. Instead 
of being two-ply, they are printed on a 
single sheet. The serial number W6269 
ig no longer in circulation with the 
Government’s consent. 

Mra. Agnes Patton of du Cottage 
avenue discovered she had one of tho 
bills when she tendered it in payment 
for medicine at the store of J. A. Gast, 
500 North Spring avenue. Gast had 
heard of the Government’s warning to 
look for serial number W6269 and when 
he saw the number on Mrs. Patton's 
bill he refused to accept it. She got it 
several days ago when she cashed her 
husband's pay check at a grocery, she 
told the police. The grocer could not 
recall haying had the bill in his posses- 
sion. 
Daniel Grace, an employe at the city 
Sanitarium, living at 5400 Arsenal street, 
received one of the bills in change at a 
saloon. He did not know it was bogus 
until a banker led his attention to 
the serial number and compared it with 
one on a written notite sent to banks 
by the Government.

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TURNING BACK TO THE STATES. 

Current news guggests that a halt is being 
called on the American habit of going to Wash- 
ington for all sorts of relief. Conspicuously, ör- 
ganized labor seems to have got hold of the idea 
that state as well as Federal Government can 
be used. It is a healthy reaction from too much 
concentration of authority and responsibility in 
the Federal Government. 

Organized labor now turns back to the states 
for the protection which the Federal Govern- 
ment so often promised but never delivered. Labor 
challenges the employment of 18,000 aliens in the 
construction of New, York City’s new subways, 
under a State law which has never been en- 
forced. The New York Public Service Commis- 
sion rules that the law must be enforced until it 
can be tested in the courts. 

Contractors and the City of New York will try 
to nullify it, on the ground that it violates the 
treaty rights of alien immigrants. As if Amer- 
can law could set the rights of aliens above those 
of citizens taxed to support American govern- 
ments and subject to be sumnioned to defend 
them! As if the alien had any property right in 
a job, which even the native American has never 
ventured to assert! 

In Arizona, labor has procured by initiative 
election a law forbidding any firm or corporation, 
using the labor of five or more men, to employ 
more than 20 per cent of aliens. 

Both cases originate at points where migratory 
alien labor of the cheapest kind impinges most 
hurtfully upon American wage and living stand- 
ards. Needless to say, employers interested in 
buying labor as cheaply as possible—in flaunting 
defiance of that clause of the new anti-trust law 
which declares labor is not a commodity—will do 
their utmost to break down these protective meas- 
ures in the courts. 

Aliens should be welcomed here to the extent 
that they can be assimilated for theirs and the 
country’s good. But they ought not and must 
not be permitted to break down and degrade the 
wage and living standards of native American 
workmen. 
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“The Drums of the Forty-Seventh” is a book 
Robert J. Burdette prepared for the press after 
he had been stricken with the illness of which he 
died. He has written nothing more character- 
istic. He was gifted with a genuinely poetical 
imagination, but his experiences as a Civil War 
soldier and as a newspaper man and his deep 
sympathy with everything human also make him 
an intensely practical man. , 

The reader has the benefit of his unusual mental 
development in two directions supposed te be an- 
tagonistic. After a passage of elevated sentiment 
or delicious beauty, he is surprised with a sudden 
drop into every day human affairs, The effect is 
somtimes most humorous, sometimes deeply pa- 
thetic. Few Americans have showed greater com- 
mand of an audience than Burdette when, years 
ago, he was delivering his lectures, such perhaps 
as the one under the homely title of The Rise 
and Fall of the Mustache.” Moments of dramatic 
silence would be succeeded by moments when his 
listeners rocked with gales of laughter or mo- 
ments when audible sobs were heard. 

All these qualities of style are finely illus- 
trated in thé new book that came to hand but a 
few hours before his death. It tells of his own 
idealized army experience as a boy the parting 
with his mother when he was 18, the first bat- 
tle, what the bugles said to him, the coward who 
ran away, the ancient jokes perpetuated in all 
armies since the time of the “archers of Parthia 
and the left-handed slingers of Benjamin,” the 
pathos of the gaunt, half-starved Confederate 
dead, with only parched acorns in their haver- 
sacks, the army funeral and the execution of three 
condemned by a court martial. Here is a passage 
in which he tells what war is: 

A Colonel sits by a camp-fire with his face 
in his hands. The sentinel hears him say 
O. Christ’! His son was killed by his side 
.on the slope of the fort. The Colonel has 
been trying to write the boy’s mother, but 
that is harder, a thousand times harder, than 
fighting in the death-packed embrasures, 
The torn sheets of paper lying like great 
snowflakes about his feet are the letters he 
has begun. 

It's a big price to pay for a dirt fort. 
There is a saying that “All’s fair in war.“ 
But the truth is, nothing is fair in war. The 
winner has to pay for his winnings about as 
much as the loser pays for his losses. And 
the trouble is, neither one can pay spot cash 
and have the transaction over and done with. 
The paying for a fort goes on as long as a 
winner or a loser is left alive—heartache, 
and lonesome and longing and poverty and 
yearning and bitterness. Takes a long, long 
time to pay for a common dirt fort, fairly 
won by fair fighting. And then after you've 
won and have been paying for it so many 
years, you haven't got it, after all. 

America’s distinguished school of humorists and 
philosophers includes no one whose handiwork 
showed a defter, more delicate touch or a more 
authentic and valuable literary quality. 
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ONE THING THAT WON’T HAPPEN. 
Whatever else results from the European war, 
‘no European nor Asiatic monarchy will acquire 
sovereignty over so much as one additional inch 
of territory in either North or South America.

AMATEURISM NOW 
BEING OVERPLAYED 
IN SCHOOL SPORTS 


Barring of Students for Trifling 
| Offenses Is Becoming 
More Frequent. 


The question of enforcing amateurism | 


in college athletics is a problem which 
gives those authorities who actually are 
conscientious more trouble than any 
other. Time and again colleges which 
have made claims to the most strict ob- 
servance of the rules laid down and 
whose athletic mentors actually have 
tried to be strict in their enforcement 
of the code are made to look foolish by 
some athlete whose early indiscretions 
have been dug up by a rival institution. 
In most instances of this kind it has 
developed that the young man com- 
mitted his offense before he was old. 


enough to realize that the receipt of a 
few paltry dollars would bar him fro 
college athletics during his entire course 
With such a fate awaiting him the 
young man either has deliberately falsi- 


| fied or has equivocated when the writ- , 
iter’ or oral questions to determine his 


‘eligibility were submitted. 


: Expulsion Usually Follows. 


| When the culprit has been detected 
[the dignity of his college frequently has 
been maintained by his expulsion in dis- 
grace from the sacred walls of learning 
Yet almost unconsciously. most of us 
feel a sympathy for him. The offense, 
when committed, was unintentional and 
seemingly trivial. Isn't something wrong 
with the system? 

Does the fact that a boy 12 or 18 years 
old—at which age perhaps he has not 
even thought of going to college—com- 
peted at a county fair or a picnic in a 
footrace where a money prize of $5 or 
even $1 was offered, make him any more 
of a professional in spirit than a man 
who competes for merchandise prizes of 
many times the value? Is he any more 
a professional in spirit than some bulky 
young man of prepossessing football ap- 
pearance whose life is lightened or made 
easy financially by enthusiastic but mis- 
guided alumni? We think not. 


Amateurism Real Basis. 


The writer has no intention of condon- 
ing or sanctioning professionalism in 


colleges. Amateurism is the basis of 
college sport. It should be strictly ama- 
teur. But to my mind the penalty is too 
severe with practically no chance for the 
offender to secure a pardon. 

Take the case of a certdin young man 
who was one of the most brilliant pre- 
Paratory school football players in the 
Central West in 1912. He was sought as 
college material by colleges both East 
and West. He entered college last fall. 
At the end of the first semester he an- 
nounced he had decided to quit and en- 
ter another university. 

The deserted college sneeringly assert- 
ed he had not been able to keep up in 
his studies and so entered for work at 
one of its rivals, the inference plainly 
being that the rival had a. lower re 
quirement of scholarship. 


Falls Behind in Studies. 
Now this young man did fall be- 
hind in work. Why? It seems that in 


his second year at high school he had 


* one game of »rofessional foot - 
all in a distant town after the close 
of the regular season. He received 
his expenses and a small sum of 
money. He did not play because he 
wanted this small sum of money, but 
because he loved the game. 

This fact became known to a stu- 
dent against whose eleven the youn 

man would play this fall if he ha 

maintained his one year residence. 
The knowledge of his offense was 
communicated to the “violator” of 
amateurism and he was told he would 
be protested. He lost interest in his 
studies, dropped behind, and last 
spring entered the college attended 
at. the student who knew of his in- 
discretion. 


Suggests Broadminded Board. 
But now, it develops, knowledge of 
the offense has been dug up by oth- 


ers. The young player has not turned 
out this fall for the football team at 
the second college which he entered. 
He is considering the advisability of 
going East, where he probably could
